la these days (here is a great deal of talk about American- 


ism, and yet who can tell just what Americanism is? 
In a 


general way we all feel that we know whaf it is, We.feel thai 
it is a spirit which stands for America first, last jtiul all 'the 
lime, and that is perhaps as good a definition as can be given. 


But standing for America now involves some things which 


were not involved before the world war. Up to that time this 
country was in a position of isolation such as it can never 
again know. 
It has become, whether for better or for worse, 


a member of Ihe great family of nations and must play its part 
as a member of that family, in which (he rule must be, if the 
great experiment is lo be a success, "All for each and each 
for all." 


This is a fact that should not be lost sight of by the most 


ardent disciples of Americanism, 
But there are signs that 


some individuals are in danger of. doing this. Congressman 
Gallivan of Massachusetts, in an address before a Post of the 
American Legion in Boston last Sunday, recommended that 
•we "let Russia experiment in her folly until the world is 
warned anew by her colossal tragedy." 
Me said furl her: "Our 


system may be at times imperfect, but under it we have aston- 
ished the world, and.yet we are only just begun. 
America 


has never failed humanity dr endangered civilization. 
The 


helpful part our soldier lads and our sailor boys played in the 
great war will be the pride of Americans so long as the world 
recites the story. Call It the selfishness of nationality if you 
will, ,1 think it an inspiration to patriotic devotion—to safe- 
guard America first, to think of America first, to stabilize 
America first, to prosper America first, to exall America first 
.and to live for and revere America first." 


There can be no quarrel with IJie patriotic scnliment that 


proihpted these words and no possible doubt that Congress- 
miui.Gailjvan's heart is in the right place. 
However, it must 


be remembered that what he says about "America first" was 
in'the hi I nets and hearts of many good Americans before this 
counti'y entered the war, but the people were told that the 
country could not, properly or safely, evade the great duty 
wh'icli was laid upon it by the.world upheaval. ^America con- 
s'eciue'nily (pqk its place in the ranks of the nations wnich-were 
figfiting foi^world freedom1 and remained there until the vic- 
tory wfls Won. 


;And if America could not honroably keep oul of the war, it 


can not now honorably evade the responsibilities which have 
been placed upon.it as a result of Hie war. While it is natural 
that America should hold first place in the hearts of its people, 
it must not be forgotten that the nation is not living for itself 
-alone, but is in duty bound to share with the .oilier nations the 
duty of maintaining peace and restoring the world to that 
unity which must prevail if the world is lo live in peace. 


"America first" is all right.in a certain sense, but it can no 


longer mean that this counlry stands by itself or cati ever 
again do so, regardless of the fate of others. The interests of 
the nations are bound up together as never before. America 
is one of the nations, and, while not ceasing to be America, 
should avoid over-self-glorification and endeavor to meet 
faithfully its obligations as a member of the firm.
